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SOCIET Y ACQUIRES PITTMAN LIBRARY 

When Mrs. H. F. Wilkinson and daughter, Mrs. Margaret Bell, gave up 
their home on E. Dickson street, Fayetteville, they gave most of their 
books to the WCHS. Many of the 300 books were from the library of Mrs. 
Wilkinson's father, Judge J. M. Pittman. Several of the books contain 
inscriptions which indicate that they were used as textbooks in Ozark 
Institute at Mt.Comfort. Mrs.Wilkinson also gave us a brick from the 
old Institute building which is now in the Historic Wall at Prairie 
Grove. Some of the Pittman books will be added to our Society's his— 
torical collection, but most of them will be offered for sale, for the 
benefit of the Society, at a Book Fair planned for August. 


THOMAS J. HUN? COLLECT ION 

Mr. and Mrs. Frank Rupert have presented to our Society the letters, 
documents, and other historical material pertaining to Col. Thomas J. 
Hunt. Most of this material is over a hundred years old and includes 
such pioneer objects as spectacles, shoemaker's awl, etc., as well as 
tax receipts, deeds, letters and other documents. Each issue of FLASH-

One of the program 
events. was the dedication of a "Trail of Tears" marker on the site 
where the Cherokees camped in 1839 ontheir renoval to the Indian 
Territory. The hanisome bronze marker stands beside US Highway 62, on 
the old Stone farm, which is now the campus of Fayetteville High 
School. The-dedicatory address was made by WJLemke of the WCHS. Pre- 
siding over the sessions was Miss Hildegard Smith of Little Rock, 
national president.

We then drove down the old 
Telegraph Road, route of the Overland Mail, from Hogeye to Cedarville. 
We stopped at the grave of John P.A. Parks, who was Butterfield agent 
at Parks! Station; at Strickler, where we inspected the foundation of 
the Overland barn and stables; and at Lee's Creek. Mr. Plank is well 
posted on the history of this section and was a delightful and appre- 
ciative travel companion 


LETTER RATE: UP TO 4 CENTS ON AUGUST 1 

“Acting Postmaster Ellis of the Fayetteville postoffice informs us 
that cover collectors from all over the country are sending in envel- 
opes, which are to be held until Sept. 18 and then cancelled with the 
Fayetteville Overland Mail cancellation. Nearly all of these envelopes 
bear a 3-cent stamp. The postage rate goes to 4 cents on-Aug.l, which 
means that the envelopes now held by the Fayetteville postoffice will 
have to be marked "Postage Due" when they are mailed on Sept.18. The 
l-cent postage-due stamp may spoil the cover for collectors. We there- 
fore warn all collectors who want Sept .18 cancellations from Spring- 
dale and Fayetteville to put a 4-cent stamp on the letters which they 
send to the postmasters for September mailing. 


OVERLAND MAIL CENTENNIAL 

Plans for the observance in September 1958 of the Centennial of the 
Butterfield Overland Mail are taking form. Several Washington County 
communities have announced Centennial projects. Springdale will erect 
a marker on the site of Fitzgerald's Station, with dedication of the 
marker scheduled for Sept. 18, the 100th anniversary of the arrival of 
the first Overland Mail stage-coach. 

The chief attraction, as far as Washington County is concenred, will 
be the Centennial Caravan ( Tipton, Mo. to San Francisco ) which will 
pick up mail at Springdele, Fayetteville, Farmington, Prairie Grove, 
Lincoln, Dutch Mills and Evansville, in our County. The Caravan will 
make an overnight stop in Fayetteville, where an evening program will 
be given, to include a documentary film of the Butterfield route, a 
Centennial exhibit, and music by the Centennial chorus. 

The Washington County Historical Society is promoting souvenir en- 
velopes bearing special cachets. and cancellations, commemorating the 
Centennial. Announcement of these souvenirs is made on the last page 
of this issue of FLASHBACK, 


THE POSTOFFICES OF WASHINGTON COUNTY | 
| 3rd Installment | 


Installment 1 of this series (March 1958 issue) listed the postmas-— 
ters and dates for the first three postoffices in Washington County -—- 
Vineyard (Evansville), Fayetteville and Cane Hill. The 2nd installment 
covered the postoffices in the Springdale area —- Lynch's Prairie, 
Ever Green, Springdale and Elm Springs. 

In this issue are listed the post offices of the Prairie Grove area, 
including Mountain 1833, Sweet Home 1840, Bostonville 1844, Cove Creek 
1844, Taney 1848, Billingsley 1854, Ada 1857, Boston 1858 and Prairie 
Grove 1867. 


SWEET HOME 
Prairie Grove's first postoffice was established in the Pittman farm 
just south of Battlefield Park. The records in the National Archives, 
Washington, D.C., give the following information about Sweet Home:

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CAPT .G.W.M.REED'S PENSION RECORDS 


(Editor's note: We interrupt publication of the Civil War pension 
claims filed by Capt. Geo.W.ii.Reed of Fayetteville, to publish "Horse 
Claims" and "Claims for Commutation of Rations". Both lists are from 
Captain Reed's original ledger. Veterans filing "Horse Claims" sought 
reimbursement from the government for horses lost in the serivce, 
Veterans filing claims for "commutation of rations" were those who had 
been captured by the enamy and hence sought reimbursement for rations 
that they did not receive while prisoners. In our next issue we will 
publish "Forage Claims". Hundreds of Washington County citizens, both 
Northern and Southern sympathizers, sought payment for cattle, corn, 
and other produce which had been taken by Federal troops during the 
war. -- WJL) 


GEORGE CARNEY sent in a horse claim for $100. Was lost out at McCoys. 
A sorrel horse or mare. Had stopped for supper and was run onto by 
Rebels. Him and W.H.Ladd was together. Both horses lost. Nelson Malli- 
coat and Em Jones witnesses. 


JOHN W. PHELEN sent horse claim for $125. Was a brown horse, 15% 
hands high. Sent affidavits of m.N.Taylor, Thomas J.Fine and Thomas 
Phelen Nov.19, 1889. 


THOMAS J. FINE - $100 for a brown horse. Was a Private in Co.D, Ist 
Regt., Ark.Cav. Claim sent Dec.2, 1889. THOMAS J. FINE $100 for a bay 
horse lost in 1862. Was stolen from camp in Fayetteville, Ark., by 
deserters. 


JOHN C. WILLIAMS, Co. B, 1st Ark.Cav., $115.75 for horse and equip- 
ment. A dark roan 6 years old. Was captured by Capt. Penner's men on 
White River in March 1863. Claim disallowed July 21, 1891. 


WM. H. LADD, Sgt., Co.C, lst Reg., Ark.Cav.Vols, sent in horse claim 
Dec.20, 1889. A Bay Horse 15 hands high, 6 years old, worth $125, pur- 
chased from John Jordan in March 1864. Was lost at McCoy's, while 
getting supper, by Rebels in November 1864. Affidavits of George Car- 
ney and Nelson Mallicoat. 


ABRAHAM COLDWELL, member Co.F, lst Regt, Ark.Cav., lost a Roan Horse 
on 9 Aug., 1864. He purchased the horse from James Sisemore, same Co. 
and Regt., in March 1864. Worth $100, gave $75. Berry F. Cooper had 
him when he was captured and murdered at Stegall House. Witnesses: 
James: Sisemore and James H. Cate. Disallowed June 18, 1891. 


JAMES H. CLOER, Private Co. E, lst Reg.Ark.Inf., sent a horse claim 
Jan.18, 1890. A Bay Horse 15 hands high, 3 years old. He purchased 
same Nov. 1863 from Henry Jordan for $100. He was recruiting for the 
2d Infantry. Confederate forces ran on to him and captured him and his 
horse. Equipments, saddle $25, bridle $1.50, blanket $2, halter $1, 
spurs $.75. Horse captured Jan. 1864. 


WM. C. PEERSON, Co. B, lst Regt., Ark.Cav.Vols., semt a horse claim 
Jan. 27, 1890. One Clay Bank horse, 16 hands high, 5 years old, pur- 
chased of some citizen for $125. The horse was shot and left on 28 day 
of July 1864. Was with Benj.F.Johnson. Witnesses: B.F.Johnson, J.A. 
Johnson, John Fincher, F.M.Dill. 


MOSES DUITON applied for pay for a horse killed near Clarksville, 
Ark., in 1864. Was shot in battle. A Sorrel horse 16 hands high, 7 yrs 
old. Dutton was a member of Co.M, lst Regt.Ark.Cav. His P.O. address 
is War Eagle Mills, Ark. 


FRANCIS M. DILL of Co.D, lst Regt., Ark. Cav. Vols. , sent in a horse 
claim Jan.30, 1890, worth $125. A Sorrel horse, 153 or 16 hands high, 
purchased from Shelton Herron, taken into service Oct. 1863, was lost 
May 1864 by chasing Rebels in a fight, got his leg broke. Was under 
B.F.Johnson. Affidavits by W.C.Peerson and Geo.W.Smith, 


CHARLES KING of Co.D, 6 Regt., Kans. Cav., horse claim Feb.11, 1890. 
Worth $140. Was an Tron Gray, 163 hands high; 5 years ‘old. Rode him 
into service in month of May 186k. Was’ Stolen from ‘him atFayetteville ; 
Ark., Sept. 1864, by one Wooten, a°soldier of lst Ark.Cav.Vols and was 
in his possession last. Witnesses: Hiram King and \ Be J. King. 


* ALFRED P. HOLT of Co.A, 2d Regt. ,Ark,Cav.Vols, sent in a horse claim 
Feb.20, 1890. Sorrel horse, 15s hands high, 6 years old, ‘worth $140. 
Got him from E. F. Holt. Taken in fore part of 1863 by . General 
Schofield's men, some Missouri troops. Sent affidavits of Albert Moore 
and Thomas Mhoon. 


JAMES H. CATE of Co. F, 1st Ark.Cav., claim for Bay Horse purchased 
Feby 1864 from John Fraly for $60. In March 1864 him and his horse 
were caftured by Confederate forces under Tutt Smith, Conf. ue on 
White River while out under Li ents Wilhite. 


A. E. CARNEY applied for his Black horse killed in the. fight with 
Bill Burkett in March 1865 in Franklin County. 15% hands high, 7 yrs 
old. Was shot in the head by’a bushwhacker. Witnesses: B.F.Johnson, 
J.Q.Johnson. Affidavits sent Oct. 1885 by A.E.Carney and John W.. Ruth- 
erford, Claim allowed for $90. 


WM. J. GILLILAND applied for his Bay Mare, 7 years old, died of 
glanders at Fayetteville, Ark.,- in 1863. Worth $150. Sent affidavit of 
John W. Rutherford. 


ALEXANDER WHYTE (P.0.Arnett) sant his Horse Claim Sept. 3, 1883 for 
Bay Mare 7 yrs old, 15 harids high. Valued $100, Saddle, bridle, blank- 
ets worth $20. Claim allowed May 4, 1887 for $120. 


JOHN W. HAM (P.O. Wesley, Madison Co., Ark.), a Private in Co.C, lst 
Ark.Cav., applied to get pay for a Sorrel horse 15 hands high, 7 years 
old. Horse was captured by Rebel Bushwhackers. Horse valued at $100, 
blanket $2. Claim allowed 1886. 


HUGH CARRELL (P.O. Little Springs, Madison Co., Ark.). His horse 
‘claim sent Aug.19, 1875. He was Private in Co.L, 3 Iowa Cav.Vols, War 
of 1861. The Company was commanded by Capt .Mudget (?). Was discharged 
at. Atlanta, Ga., Aug. 9, 1865. His horse was a Gray, 8 years old, 15 
hands high, worth $100. © Horse was lame and was abandoned by his Cap- 
“tain's orders, - 5 Ns 


’ Other Horse Claims, with no details given, were filed by Capt.Reed 

‘in 1866, 1867 and 1868 for the following: Giles Lofton, Susan Hodges, 
John Reed, Wm.M.Rutherford, Jacob Q. Johnson, It.Thomas Brooks, John 
W. Rutherford, Jefferson Quinton, James Sisemore and Shelby Holmes. 


CAPT. G.W.M. REED PENSION RECORDS 


Claims for Commutation of Rations 


ALEXANDER WHYTE of Co.B, ist Ark.Cav.Vols., applied for Commutation 
of Rations Apr. 17, 1883. He was taken prisoner at Prairie Grove and 
was kept 1 month and 4 days. Was held as a prisoner till the llth of 
January 1863 and delivered at Hayentevilte 15 January. Claim allowed 
for $9.00. 


WILLIAM HUN? sent application for Commutation of Rations. Was thken 
prisoner at Boston Mountain on March 30, 1863. Claim disallowed be- 
cause he was not an enlisted man at the date of capture. He enlisted 
Nov. 1, 1863. 


WILLIAM N. TAYLOR's application for Commutation of Rations. sent on 
Mar. 24, 1879. He was taken prisoner 30 March, 1863 and was kept till 
Nov.l, 1863. Age 41. Signs his name by mark. 


FURIBIN ELKINS, age 48, sent his application for Commubttion of Ra- 
tions Nov.6, 1878. He was captured twice, first at Prairie Grove bat- 
tle Dec. 7, 1862 and was paroled Feb.7, 1863. Was Orderly Sergeant at 
time of capture. Was reduced to Private by order of Col.Harrison while 
a prisoner of war. He was captured the second time on 28 April, 1863 
at Fayetteville Post and was held as a prisoner of war till 15 June, 
1863. Was paroled and reported at Cassville, Mo., 18 June, 1863. Claim 
disallowed for reason that the Government has, or claims the right, to 
reduce a manto ranks at any time. 


JOHN F. LITTLE's claim for Commutation of Rations sert Oct.29, 1881, 
He was a prisoner of war for 212 days. Papers signed and approved by 
W. P. Clark, Ist Lt., Co.D, lst Ark.Cav.Regt. Was taken a prisoner at 
Nubbin Ridge Oct. 25, 1864. Held till 27 of May, 1865. Was murdered 
by Indians on the Plains, July 24, 1866. Records at Washington show 
that he had been paid in full several years before this claim was 
filed. 


JOHN C. FINCHER filed claim for Commutation of Rations while a pris- 
oner of war. Was taken at Prairie Grove on 7th day of December, 1862 
and held till the 17 of April, 1863. Claim paid of f in 1884. 


JACOB YOES applied for Commutation of Rations on 2 Nov., 1878. He is . 
39 years of age. He was taken prisoner on the 24 day of May, 1863 and 
was paroled 25 Sept., 1863. Was a Duty Sergeant in Co.D, lst Ark.Cav. 
Vols., War: of 1861. 


-JOHN REESE filed for Commutation of Rations 21 May, 1878. He is aged 
37 years. Was taken prisoner 7 December, 1862 at Prairie Grove battle 
and got back to the Union lines 21 December, 1862. 


Other claims for Commutation of Rations filed by Capt. Reed include 
the following, for which no details are given:

PERSONALS FROM GOODSPEED 


(Editor's note: Below are three items quoted from the Goodspeed Pub- 
lishing Company's "History of the Northwest Arkansas Counties" (1889). 
Each of the three items can start an argument. -- WJL)

(Page 1312) William Patrick Evans MD was born in Sebastian County 
1863, the son of Wm.P. and Amanda (Tedford) Evans and a grandson of 
Patrick and Sally (Blevens) Evans. Patrick Evans was born 1794 in 
North Carolina, came to Arkansas (Polk County) 1850. He was killed in 
the Indian Nation. Three of his uncles came to the Indian Territory at 
an early day, and his uncle James cut the first tree where the city of 

‘Evansville now stands, the town being named in his honor. 


(Most sources state that Evansville was named for Col. 
Lewis Evans, who had‘a store there when Washington County 
was formed. He was the first Sheriff of the County (1828)and 
the first -postmaster(1829).He was also one of the organizers 
of Gane Hill College. y 


(Bie. tin) George :E. Miller was born 181] in‘Virginia and in 1832 
located 2 miles north of Van Buren where he owned 1,000 acres. He was 
assassinated in 1865 by unknown parties. His wife, Mary Shannon Miller, 
was born 1822’. at Batesville, Ark., the daughter of William Shannon 
whose brother Isaac introduced the "Shannon" apple. Isaac Shannon was 
one of the first white settlers in Washington County and there pro- 
duced the apple. 


(Credit for the "Shannon Pippin" apple has been given to 

‘several other members of the Shannon family. Goodspeed is 

‘the only source that credits Isaac Shannon with producing 
this famed Washington. County apple.) 


(Page 1098) Col. James M. Johnson Jr. was born 1832. He attended 
Ozark Institute at Mt.Comfort and Arkansas College at Fayetteville. He 
began to study medicine at Fayetteville in 1855. He was authorized to 
raise troops in 1863 and raised all the Union troops furnished by the 
state except Col.Harrison's and Lyons! regiments. He took command of 
the First Arkansas Infantry and served till close of the war. (Brevet 
Brigadier General). He was elected to Congress 1864 and 1866 but never 
took his seat. He was elected Lieut .Governor 1867 and served two years. 
Starting 1869 he served five years as Secretary of State. The State 
University at Fayetteville owes its origin and location to Colonel 
Johnson, who was a member of the University's board of trustees sever- 
al years. 


(Several other individuals have claimed credit for secur-= 
ing the location of the University at Fayetteville. Good- 
speed is the only history that gives sole credit to Colonel 
Johnson. Actually, a dozen or more men deserve credit for 
their efforts to secure the University. Among them, Judge 
Lafayette Gregg would rank high.) 7 


NICHOLAS YATES AND HIS DESCENDANTS 


(Editor's note: The joys and troubles of tracing family history are 
illustrated in copies of letters that our Society has acquired, per- 
taining to the pioneer Yates family of old Cane Hill. We have excerpt- 
ed the following paragraphs from these letters, in order to put on 
record the information which they contain. Writer of the letters was 
T.C.Adams of Sheridan, Il1., whose wife is a granddaughter of Richard 
Yates, Washington Couhty pioneer. -- WJL) ! 
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We drove down to Canehill, Arkansas in May (1952) and were delighted 
with the way we were received by the Yates families there. We were 
taken to the old graveyard where Great-grandfather Nicholas Yates is 
buried and there located his grave. The stone reads as follows: 

In memory of Grandpa. 
NICHOLAS YATES 
Died 
Nov. 28, 1873 
Age 83 years 
This would establish the date of his birth as 1790. 


It must have been about 1838 or 1839 that two young men left Wash- 
ington County, Arkansas and went to Washington and St.Francois County, 
Missouri. One of these was Nicholas Yates, whd was born Oct. 9, 1820. 
He married Synthian Hughes on June 17, 1841. The other one was Richard 
Yates, who was born in Arkansas April 12, 1816. He married Susanna 
Wallen Sept. 1, 1842. 


In an interview with Fred Lockley of the -Albany, Oregon Journal, un- 
der date of Dec. 6, 1921 Joseph Yates says ,"My father, Nicholas Yates, 
was bom in Virginia." The next record we have of Nicholas Yates is 
from the files of the War Department in Washington, which show that 
Nicholas Yates served as a private in the War of 1812 in Capt. Jacob 
Hoyal's company, Allison's regiment, East Tennessee Militia. He enter- 
ed the service Jan. 10, 1814 and received his discharge May 23, 1814. 


From Corvallis ,Oregon, under date of Nov.29, 1950, Mrs.Nina McConnel 
who is a daughter of Joseph Yates says that her father (Joseph Yates) 
was born in Green County, Tenn., Feb. 26, 1834. Again I quote Joseph 
Yates who says, "My mother, whose maiden name was Sarah Hayes, was 
born in Temnessee."' There were 15 children born to Nicholas and Sarah 
Hayes Yates, eight boys and 7 girls. Joseph was the 14th child. 


The obituary of Joseph Yates appeared Jan. 25, 1925 in the Albany, 
Oregon Journal, under the caption, "The Passing of a True Pioneer." It 
says in part, "Joseph Yates was 18 years of age when he determined to 
go west. That was in 1852. Although born in East Tennessee, his boy- 
hood days were spent in Washington County, Arkansas." 


We now know that all 15 children of Nicholas and Sarah Hayes Yates 
were born in East Tennessee, probably in Green County. Also that the 
first definite record of Nicholas Yates in East Tennessee is when he 
was inducted into the army on Jan. 10, 1814. His age at that time 
would be 24 years. He would have been 46 years of age when his 15th 
child was born, 
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The above quotations give us a fair lineup on Nicholas Yates so far 
as. East Tennessee is concerned but do not give us the year he arrived 
in Washington County, Ark. From 1836, the year the youngest child was 
born, until 1852 when his son, Joseph Yates, left Washington County, 
Arkansas for Oregon, would make a spread of 16 years, amd in those 16 
years Nicholas Yates and his large family arrived in Washington County, 
Arkansas. We can narrow the 16 years some when we remember that Joseph 
Yates says that his boyhood years were spent in Washington County ,Ark. 
I think a good guess on the arrival of Nicholas Yates in Washington 
County, Ark., would be 1844, at which time Joseph would be 10. 


Mrs. Marie Yates Benton of St.Louis says the Yates family first set- 
tled.near-the old. Dwight Mission, near what is now Russellville, Ark. 
If my reckoning is correct, Nicholas Yates settled near Russellville 
between the years 1836 and 1844. It doesn't seem possible that he 
lived at that place very long. The reason I say that is because Joseph 
Yates says he was born in Hast Tennessee in 1834 but spent his boyhood 
years in Washington County, Ark. It is entirely possible that Nicholas 
Yates was given a land grant for his service in the War of 1812, as 
that was common practice in those early days. 


jWe’are making progress on the family of Nicholas Yates Sr and that 
of his son Nicholas Jr. Now about some of his other children. We know 
that Richard went to Missouri. Joseph went to Oregon. James W. stayed 
in Cane Hill, Ark. William also went to Oregon. Ben went to Texas. 
Mattie went to California but probably went to Idaho before going to 
California. Eliza married Lewis Hagood and stayed around Cane Hill. 
Adeline married Cephas WW. Hagood. Mary died at the age of 18, There 
are some others that we should know about -- Louis, John, Almira, Jane 
and Ketura. 


I had thought I had this Nicholas Yates matter all settled. I refer 
to Nicholas, one of the 15 children. But it seems it won't stay set- 
tled. I still insist that the Nicholas Yates who married Synthian 
Hughes and who was bom 1820 and died 1857 and who went to Missouri 
with Richard Yates was the son of Nicholas Sr. I know now what I did 
not. know when I was in Canehill and that is that there were really TWO 
Nicholas Yates. I had quite an argument with the folks at Canehill 
about whom Nicholas Yates married. They insisted that he married 
Elizabeth Hagood while I was certain that he married Synthian Hughes 
in Missouri. It looks as if we were both correct and the question now 
is, which Nicholas was the son of the original Nicholas, 


I have run across a couple of land deals that may help. On March 5, 
1853 Nicholas Yates and his wife Elizabeth (probably Elizabeth Ha- 
good)sold or donated to David Carter, John Bates and John C. Ferguson 
the SW Quarter of the SW Quarter, Township 15 North, Range 31 West, in 
Section 13, to be used for school and meeting house for all denomina- 
tions. I wonder if this John Bates was the man who married Ketura 
Yates. This piece of land was 4 miles east of Prairie Grove, Ark, 


Does anyone know in what year Nicholas Yates Sr brought his large 
family from Tennessee to Arkansas? I have received a lot of help and 
encouragemait in compiling the genealogy of the Yates family. There is 
just this much about it, if it's going to be done, it is up to us old- 
er people to do it. And if we fail, it won't be done.

Methodist Assembly on Mt .Sequoyah 


The WCHS archives contain a circular published in 1922, promoting 
the development of the Methodist Assembly on Mt.Sequoyah. The circular 
contains a plat of the lots offered for sale and reads as follows: 


Fayetteville's donation of $35,000 will pay for the initial improve- 
ments, sQ that it will be possible to open in June 1923; but fuller 
development requires more funds. To secure additional funds and to en- 
able friends to have homes near the Assembly, the Trustees have ar-— 
ranged to sell 149 choice lots Dec.8, 1922. 

The almost level tract of 30 acres on top of Mt,.Sequoyah is reserved 
for the Assembly grounds. Here will be erected an Administration build- 
ing, cafeteria, dormitories, cottages, chapel with classrooms, and 
later a great auditorium and departmental buildings. There will be a 
50,000 gallon water tower, outdoor amphitheater, automobile camp, and 
athletic Zield. 

Sewer and water mains will be laid and connections are guaranteed 
and required. The city plant will supply water all the year, and the 
light plant will furnish current. Buyers can build good houses and oc- 
cupy or rent them the whole year. 

The smallest lots are about 25x 60, the largest 110 x 200. Two small 
lots together make a medium sized lot. The smallest lots are intended 
for those who merely want ground for a summer cottage. 
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FIRST COMERS TO MADISON COUNTY 


(The following paragraphs are reprinted from Bob E, Sutton's "Early 
Days in the Ozarks", published 1950. The pioneers mentioned were, of 
course, early settlers of Washington County, since Madison County was 
not formed until 1836. Few of these names are listed in the Sheriff's 
Census of Washington County in 1829, They lived too far from Evans- 
ae home of the Sheriff, and from Fayetteville,the county seat. 
-- WIL 


In the fall of 1828 George Tucker drove the first wagon to enter 
Madison County, from Cane Hill, where he previously lived, and settled 
in Sheridan Bottom on Richland Creek near the border of Washington 
County. During the same year aman named John Holmesley, his son 
Stephen, and son-in-law, Michael Masters, all of Castor Creek,followed 
Tucker and settled on Richland, 

Also in 1828 George Howery and family of Warren County, Tenn., moved 
into the Richland area. Following him in 1829 were John Harp and Joseph 
MeMurray, John Austin and John Reeves, In 1830 Jacob and Isaac Drake 
arrived from Tennessee to make their home in what is now western Madi- 
son County.Jacob Drake settled at the head of the creek that now bears 
his name, "Drake's Creek". During the same year Josiah Means, Reuben 
Icllar and John Dunaway settled on Richland and Lollar Creeks. 

Green Gibson settled on acreek later to bear his name in 1830, 
Pleasant M. Johnson, first sheriff of the county, John C, Johnson, 
Martin Johnson, George and Nicholas Conute all came in 1829 from War- 
ren County, Tenn., and Thomas M. Johnson joined them a year later. 
Willis Clark settled on Drake's Creek in 1832 and Beverly Harp, a 
Christian minister, located at the head of Cherry Creek in same year, 

In the fall of 1829 William King, Charles Burney, Turner Hamblet, 
Thomas Rogers, William Adair, Lemuel Rogers and Benjamin G. King, of 
Alabama, came in a colony to Kings River Valley. Pioneers moving to 
the Kings River section in later years included Manuel Clements, Sam- 
uel Durham, who came in 1830; Eli Sweden, who gave Sweden Creek its 
name; Jeremiah Combs of Warren County, Tenn., and Garrett Lane of Ill- 
inois who came in 1832; James Frazier and Moses Guess from Hickory 
Valley, Tenn., George and Haywood Weathersby and John King, well known 
preacher, all pioneers of 1834, 

It is probable that Daniel and Thomas Jackson sdtled the area around 
Jackson's Creek during the early 1830's, William Hawkins came in then 
and settled in War Eagle River valley. David and John Phillips came to 
che War Eagle valley and settled near Huntsville in 1831, as well as 
yeorge W, Sanders after whom an addition of the city was later named. 

Richard Withrow settled three miles south of Huntsville in 1831 and 
she following year moved to the spring which now bears his name. Simon 
jmith came from Alabama in 1830. 

Bowen Township had its splurge of early settlers. Among them were 
such pioneers as William McElhaney, William and John Bowen, John Moore, 
Pleasant Hamlin, Jeremiah Meeks, Jesse Maxwell, Robert Lee, Abner Can- 
trell, James Henderson, 

The earliest settlers on Whorton's Creek were Joshua Whorton and 
Joseph Fanning, who were residing there before 1832, 

In 1831 Samuel Vaughan came to the historic Vaughan valley in west- 
ern Mafison County. Daniel Vaughan lived all his life on his first 
claim a short distance west of Hindsville, William and John Hind of 
Warren County, Tenn., arrived in 1832. The farm of John Hind is now 
the location of Hindsville. Miles, Abram, John and Barnett Beach, 
Samuel and Riley Lane, John Harp, Jackson Titsworth and William Evans 
were also among the early settlers.

This is a surprising order. It implies that the records and books of 
Arkansas: College were still in existence in April 1865, All available 
evidence’ indicates that the records and books were destroyed when the 
College was burned on March 4, 1862, Nowhere in the hundreds of accounts 
that have been written during the past 90 years about Arkansas College 
and the men connected with the school, is there mention of any surviv- 
ing records. The Rev.Robert Graham, founder of Arkansas College, wrote 
his later recollections from memory. The Rev.N.M.Ragland, historian of 
Arkansas College, makes no mention of any surviving records. In fact, 
the only memorabilia thatI have seen are such things as the old prints 
that picture the College building, one of which is in the possession 
.of Miss Kate Davenport who lives on what was once the campus of Arkan- 
sas College. And the diploma awarding a Bachelor's degree to John 
Phagan Wilson. This parchment is in the keeping of Janie Wilson Shreve, 
(Mrs.Ralph Shreve), a granddaughter of J.P.Wilson.
